There 
are Louisiana Democratic disrrlc+i 
that want a tariff of prohibition and 
protection in the interests of cane 
hu;:ar. and they may elect congress- 
men committed to taut policy. And 
tben there are hundreds of districts 
in which opposition to tbe ste«>>, lum- 
ber, sngar, cattle and fresh meat taxes, 
nil of them tlie foundations of great 
and grasping trusts, will he fierce nnd 
make doubtful nnd perhaps Democrat- 
ic tbp congressional resnlts this fnll. 


If the Democrats, fighting the trusts 


nnd the protective tariff as the cause 
of them, can win a majority In tbe 
next bouse, they will be fairly sure of
